DANVILLE Sept. 10.—Speaker 
_ Joseph G. Cannon tonight opened the 
campcign for fre@lection to Congress 
in his home :town. 

Almost his entire address ‘of nearly 
two hours was devoted to the labor 
question. He paid his respects to fam 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation -of Labor, who spoke here 
on Labor Union Day and attacked Mr. 
Cannon, inviting union workingmen to 
Vote sgaist him. 

Mr. Cannon plainly said he would 
never vote in Congress for the boycott 
and sume other things demanded by 
Gomper?. including an ant!-injunction 
law that would make fish of one and 
fowl of another. 

Mr. Cannon was escorted from his 
home to the theater by the Cannon 
Escort Club, an organization that has 
taken part in every campaign here for 
twenty years. 

PARAMOUNT ISSUES. 

In leading up to a reply to Gompers, 
Mr. Cannon sali that there were two 
paramount issues in this campaign: 
one was the tariff and the other the 
integrity end independence of the ju- 
dictary. 

After devoting considerable atten- 
tion to the position of the two lead- 

parties on the tariff question and 
discussing the prosperity, the recent 
financial depression and the prime 
place held by the. United States in 
commercial affairs, Mr. Cannon con- 
cluded that the depression of last Oc- 
tober Jid not affect the farmers, who 
constitute one-thir of the population, 
and that the peopic in the aggregate 
were never in so good condition to 
withatand a depression, and that the 
country was fast recovering from its 


effect. 

He believed that prosperity equalling 
that of the last few years had already 
returned Taking up the judictary, 
Mr. Cannon said that the Democratic 
platform this year declared that the 
courts of justice are the bulwark of 
ow liberties, and “we are called upon 
to maintain their dignity.” 

RRYAN LIKE JOAB. 

He e#aid Mr. Bryan's platform re- 
newed the pledge of 1£96 to compel the 
Federal courts to grant jury trials in 
contempt proceedings. 

“This attitude of Mr. Bryan.” said 
the Speaker, “and his party may be 
Mustrated by the story of Joab and 
‘Amasa which we ‘ind in the Old Tes- 
tament, ‘And said to Amasa, 
“Art thou in health, my brother?” 
and Joab took Amasa by the beard 
with the right hand to kiss him. But 
Amasa took no heed to the qword that 
was in Joab’s hand: so he ote him 
therewith in the fifth rib and shed out 
hig bowels to the s«round.’ So Mr. 
Bryan-would follow the example of 
Joab with the Supreme Court. 

Federal judiciary is a co- 
ment, so declare by the Constitution. 
The writ of injunction and the power 
to punish for contempt are older than 
ovr Constitution, and the Conetitu- 
tion recognizes the Independence of the 
judictary and especially declares: “The 
judicial powers shall extend to all 
eates In law and equity arising under 
this Constitution.’ 

GIVES KISS. WIELDS SWORD. 

“The difference between the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1896 and that of 1948 
f« only in words; the meaning is the 
same. 

“In 2896. Mr. Bryan satd in his 
platform just whet he meant. This 
year he seeks softer phraseology and ' 
employs the diplomacy of Joab, giv- 
Ine the kiss while he wields the sword. 
We might appropriately change the 
name of the Democratic candidate to 
Joa» Bryan.” 

Mr. Cannon then took up the his- 
tory of the demand for anti-injunc- 
tion legislation and pointed out that 
the demand for a jury trial in pro- 
ceedings of contempt came first after 
the @munishment of Eugene V. Debs, 
now candidete for President on the 
Socialist ticket but in 1894 the leader 
of the railroad strike. 

HELPED DEFEAT BRYAN. 

He referred to the calling of Federal 
troons to Chicago by President Cleve- 
Jand, and recited the history of the at- 
tempt by various Congressinen to pass 
a law in 1896 to take from the courts 
the power to grant injunctions in la- 
bor disputes and their power to pun- 
ish contempt. 

He said that while the pb‘!!! was 
passed by a Democratic Senate on 
June 10, 1896. the day the Fifty-fourth 
Congress adjourned. and although the 
Democratic party indorsed such legis- 
lation in their platform in 1896, both 
actions were accepted by the people 
as an attack on the fjudictary and 
aided materially in the overwhelming 
Gefeat of Mr. Bryan. 

The Republican House stood against 
Such legislation in 1896 and the people 
sustained its artion. Mr. Cannon 
pointed out that in 1893 the Democrats 
might have passed such an anti-in- 

netion law: that they controlled 

th houses and had a Democratic 
President: that Wr Rrvan was a 
member of that Congress, but he was 
silent regarding injunctions by a Fed- 
eral court, althoueh a court tn Loulst- 
ana had at that time decided that la- 
bor organizations vere amenable to 
the Sherman Anti-Trust law. 

SLAM AT GOMPERS. 


“Gompers complains,” said Speaker 
Cannon. “that the Subreme Court off 
the United States has placed a new 
interpretation on the Sherman Anti- 
Trust law in the decision of the Den- 
bury Hatters case. Gomemers is mis- 
taken. Like other special pleaders he 
puts into that decision things that 
were not written or decided or con- 
sidered. 

‘The Hatters case was a complaint 
azainst an interstate boycott. The 
American Federation of Labor had or- 
@ered a boycott throughout the United 
States against the Denbury Hat Man- 
ufacturers because of a refusal to 
unionize. their shops. The complaint 
was against the boycott as a restraint 
of interstate commerce and in  de- 
fiance of the Sherman law. The case 
was decided on that eround and the 
opinion of the Supreme Court sustained 
the decision a lower court had ren- 
Gered on that ground. 

COURT DECISIONS. 

“Gompers snys that this dectsion for 
the first time brings labor unions un- 


der the restriction of the Sherman 
law. He is mistaken The United 
States courts, District and Circuit, 


have in numerous cases held that the 
law applied to labor organizations. In- 
an opinion of the Supreme Court, Chief 
Justice Fuller, a Democrat, cited 
several of these decisions.” 

Ms. Cannon referred again to the

case in which the United States Court 
of Louisiana in March, 1893, issued an 
injunction against striking members of 
the Workingman’s Amalgamated Coun- 
cll of Louisiana, and held that the 
Sherman law applied to combinations 
of workers as well as to combinations 
of capital. 

“That decision,” said Speaker Can- 
non, “was rendered fiftecrn years ago, 
before the Pullman strike in Chicagu 
and it has been the interpretation of 
the law ever since. 

BRYAN WAS SILENT. 

“Mr. Bryan was in Congress for two 
years after that decision and although 
the Democrats controlled the govern- 
ment we fail to find anything in the 
records to show that he or his party 
tried to amend the Sherman law ofr 
make any protest against the action 
of the court. The decision of the Dan- 
bury Hatters case was that the boy- 
cott was in restraint of trade and that 
the American Federation of Labor 
was not exempt from the law made for 
all. It is an unwarranted assumptiou 
that this decision in any way effects 
agreement between emph yés and em 
ployers or that it even touches the 
right of employés to quit work or 
strike.” 

Speaker Cannon then told of the ap- 
pearance of Gompers before the House 
Committee on Judiciary while it was 
considering the Hepburn bill to ask 
for an amendment that would author- 
ize the boycott. He said Gompers was 
asked whether an amendment suz- 
gested by him was meant to relieve the 
labor unions from the speration of 
Sherman anti-trust law as construed 
in the Danbury Hatters’ case. 

GOMPERS'S DESIRE. 

Upon Gompers replying “yes” the 
chairman asked him: 

“Do you, as the representative of or- 
ganized labor, favor the boycott, both 
as interstate and a local proposition?” 

Mr. Cannon said that Gompers re- 
plied “I do, sir.” 

“It will be seen,” said Mr. Cannon, 
“that Gompers's complaint was direct 
ar to the decision of the court on the 
boycott, not as to what it might lead 
to in interference with agreements be- 
tween employers and «myloyés or as 
to the right of employés to strike. His 
contention is for the rignt to boycott, 
to use the influence hHe has with a grea 
organization which he says has 
membership of more than 2,000,000 men 
to boycott the product of any man of 
any firm for any cause v hatever, and 
to use the publication under his con- 
trol to injure a man's business for any 
cause. That would be il in any 
publication by any man. and it is difi- 
cult to see how it can be made above 
the law, or how Gompers can be ex- 
empted from the operation of the law 
that applies to all men.”

sylvania, 

Reductions in running expenses in all 
departments of that system have been 
forced, it is stated, to an unprecedented 
extent, and no other road has reduced 
this saving system to such a science 
or carried its system down to such 
minute matters of detail. No article 
of office supplies hast been too insig- 
nificant to escape notice and curtail- 
ment. 

It is usual at such times to intrust 
to the heads of departments the carry- 
ing out of the general policy, but on 
the present occasion the Pennsylvanis 
has gone a step further. It has ap- 
pointed a special committee, composed 
of representatives of every department 
of the road, which has been charged 
with the specific duty of secing to it 
that no waste or extravagance of any 
kind t« allowed.

I 
was born at Lamar county, Mo., Sep- 
tember 29, 1882. My father was Fred 
B. Sutherland, first marshal of Pitts-

“He was also a deputy sheriff and 
an officer of the law and was as fear- 
less as he was honest. You look like 
him and it is for this reason I think 
that you will do whatever is right in 
the case after I have cashed in my

OF FIGHTING FAMILY. 

“My uncle, by marriage, was Wyatt 
'Earp, the wiper-out of the Carly Bill 
gang at Tombstone. On both sides my 
blood relatives have fought in every 
war of this cewntry from 1775 down 
to the Spanish-American War. I tried 
to enlist then, buf I was too young and 
they refused me. I am the last of a 
race of fighters and the only. black 


“My mother died when I was 3 years 
of age and my brother shortly there- 
My father married when I was 
12 years old and I could not get along 
With the other woman and was forced 
to foot it alone. 1 became a chore boy, 


dearer to me than life and if 1 am ever.

me fearfully. I was timid and afraid 
until in my fury I turned on one and 
struck him on the head with a pitch- 
fork.

RETRENCHMENT. 


IGID ECONOMY 
JAPAN’S POLICY. 


KATSURA CALLS FOR PATRIOTS 
OF FINANCE. 


New Premier in Address to Tokio 
Bankers’ Club Says Revenues Are 
Less Than Expenditures and Coun- 
try Muet Call Halt as it is Hard 
to Borrow Money.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


TOKIO, Sept. 10.—Marquise Katsura, 
the new Premier and Minister of Fi- 
nance, outlined a policy of rigid econ- 
omy for Japan in an address tonight 
before the Bankers’ Club. He declared 
the patriotism of Japan was as neces- 
sary now, as during the Russo-Jap- 
anese War, when he was Foreign Min- 
ister. Upon returning to office, the 
Marquis deflared, he had found the 
economic and financial conditions of 
the government as yet unrestored, and 
it was, therefore, absolutely necessary 
that the government and people unite 
in a common effort in the national in- 
terest. . 

Dealing with subjects In the depart- 
ment of finance, the Premier continued: 

“Existing conditions show that the 
permanent revenues are leas than the 
permanent expenditures, and national! 
loans have been floated to meet the de- 
ficiencies, but the time had been 
reached when the government finds 
difficulty in borrowing the sums nec- 
eseary for this purpose. Consequently, 
it is time for the nation to call a halt 
in order to restore confidence. A com- 
plete balance between the national in- 
come and the national expenditure 
must be effected. 

FINANCE STILL SOUND. 

“Since receiving my appointment, I 
have investigated the situation thor- 
oughly and have determined, with the 
help of the entire country, to plece 
its finances on a sound basis by effect- 
ing a complete readjustment of ex- 
penditures. 

“Despite what I have already said, 
the fact remains that the national 
finance is still comparatively firm and 
it has never been so weak and unre- 
liable as has been represented in some 
quarters. The situation, if properly 
handled, presents no element of dan- 
ger. The works undertaken by the 
government cannot be altogether post- 
poned, but the period for carrying them 
out can be extended.” 

The Premier extended this matin 
principle to the present government's 
policy, which he said could be defined 
under three heads—firet, that the per- 
manent expenditures must be met by 
the permanent receipts, and that no 
loan shall be made except in the case 

Formosa; second, that only post- 
tively knOwn recéipts shall be esti- 
mated, so that the excesses can be 
safely transferred to the next account: 
third, that the minimum redemption 
of bonds shall amount to $50,000,000 yen 
($25,000,000) annually.”

city. The prainting “Kopf Eines, Kin- 
@r.” (head of a child) was cut out 
of its frame in the Gamery of Count 
Marrach in Vienna in the forenoon of 
August 24. 

A day or two later a camMe message 
was received at the consulate trom 
the prefect of police In Vienna saying 
that Count, Marrach had offered 1000 
crowns for the return of the painting. 
A photograph of it has been received 
here and printed notice announcing 
the theft and offer of reward. Accord- 
ing to the prefect in his letter to the 
Consvul-General, the painting was 
valued at “many thousand crowns.” 

The painting measures 12 by 4 
inches. In the lower right hand corner 
is the signature “W. F., 229." The au- 
thorities in Vienna believe that those 
who stole it will attempt to smugg'te 
it into the United States, and the cus- 
toms inspectors have been notified to 
watch for it.

ALE OF THE ROAD BONDS. 

To tell the exact truth, there is not much pub- 
lic excitement over the sale of the $3,500,000 road 
bonds in a secret and reprehensible way by a ma- 
jority of the Supervisors. The public takes a prac- 
tical view of this matter, as is generally the case, 
and drastic criticism is stifled. The great desire 
of the people to have the roads and the impatience 


to have them with the least delay create some #at- 


isfaction that the bonds have all been sold, and that 
there will be a certainty that the money wil! be 
supplied as fast as needed outweighs other consid- 
erations. To this is added the knowledge of the fact 
that the price, if not actually the highest possible, 
does not, in any probable contingency, ‘involye 
much loss to the county. The aqueduct bonds were 
sold, not quite so sub rosa, but stil! at private sale; 
and to the price paid for the road bonds must be 
added the cash saved to the county in advertising 
and in engraving the bonds, which the buyers will 
bear in this case. The public also feels the weighi 
of the argument that if these bonds had been soid 
in open market there was likely to be a “pooling 
‘of interests” by the bond buyers, the formation of a 
syndicate, and an offer, perhaps, no better than that 
accepted by the Supervisors. In San Francisco a 
bond sale of about the same amount has just been 
consummated, and that city, selling in the open 
market, gets only one-hundredth part of 1 per 
cent. better price than Los Angeles county. 

We wish to be perfectly fair to all, especially to 
the public interest. This paramount interest is 
best served by perfectly fair dealing and calm 
presentation of all the facts, and worst served by 
hysterical howling and the suppression of part of 
the facts. To set the matter forth with full candor, 
we believe it proper to say that some able finan- 


_ciers think the bond market is in excellent shape to 


absorb bonds, that our county bonds are the very 
cream of the market, that no one can tell what 
property will sell at unless sold in the open market, 
and that if thus sold these bonds would have 
brought something more. | 

Now there is in connection with this good roads 
building an advisory board, composed of excellent 
business men. This board is to have a say in the 
expenditure of the money, and although not charged 
with supervision as to the sale of the bonds, it is 
understood that the sale will be referred to them 
and their opinion asked as to whether the action of 
the Supervisors was wise or otherwise. This is a 
proper course to take, and the verdict of these gen- 
er will be accepted for a great deal by the 
public. 

So much for the practical side of the question. 
There is another side, the ethical, if you please. 
From this point of view there is no justification of 
the action of the three Supervisors. That action 
was irregular to the last degree, and the longer the 
three men live the greater will be their feeling that 
they made a mistake. We do not wish to impute 
low motives or gross self-interest to any man with- 
out knowledge of wrong being done. But public 
officials cannot be too guarded in their public acts. 


‘A wrong act may involve no great injury per se, 


while the example, the precedent set, may be very 
dangerous. If irregularities on the part of one 
official or one board are condoned out of considera- 
tion of the results and intentions, the next official 
or board may go far out of the way and do gross 
injury to the public for selfish ends. 

The surreptitious sale of bonds under Mr. Cleve- 
land’s second administration left a stigma on those 
who took part in it which has never disappeared. 
Mr. Cleveland’s name escaped calumny excepting 
at the hands of a few bitter enemies, but others 
close to Mr. Cleveland have borne an’ ugly sus- 
picion all these years. | 

It is not conceivable that the county-“ould nave 
lost by the open sale of the bonds; arid that, being 
the right way, is the way that should have been 
followed. 

But the thing is done. The roads are needed, the 
price is fair, and the best thing will be to let tne 
sale stand, unless the advisory board learns facts 
‘which will not permit this judgment to stand. The 
public will await with interest the verdict of the 
board. 


ALE OF TWO PANICS. 

Democrats are trying to win this campaign on 
the strength of the flurry in finance which that 
almost exactly a year before the election of next 
November. They go back to the real panic of 1893 
and set up the claim that that panic was a legacy 
of Republican rule. 

Now what brought it about? In 1887 Mr. Cleve- 
land, in his famous free-trade message, set out in 
clear light where he stood on the tariff. This coun- 
try is protective to the core, and that message de- 
feated Mr. Cleveland in 1888. 

In 1892 the Democratic national platform stood 
on the Cleveland low-tariff platform of 1888, for- 
saking the moderate tariff declaration in the plat- 
form of 1884. All through the Harrison adminis- 
tration there was a powerful overshadowing of 
the Democratic party by the Cleveland influences. 
There was much dissension in ‘the ranks of the Re- 
publican party. The Cleveland administration had 
left the treasury very different from the plethoric 
condition in which it found national finances. Pub- 
lic confidence was disturbed by the free-trade mes- 
sage, and by doubt as to the issue of the campaign 
of 1888. Mr. Harrison’s administration of the 
country was conservative. When the expected be- 
came fact and Mr. Cleveland was renominated in 
1892 and the platform published, business interests 
were greatly disturbed by the fear of a Democratic 
triumph, with a free-trade policy sure to follow. 
The country was ripe for a coUapse, and Mr. Cleve- 
land’s election, with complete Democratic control, 
brought things at once to a heac Merchants end 
business men of all kinds began to trim sail for a 
storm sure to break. 

That is all exact history, and the direful days of 
1892 and 1896 were the direct result of a Demo- 
cratic free-trade policy. 

The flurry of 1907 was altogether financial and 
not at all of an industria! nature. Note this radical 
difference from the panic of 1892 to 1896. The 
financial panic was the work of the business public 
mainly. We had all been going too fast. It was a 
difficulty created primarily by too little money to 
bear the burden of the great prosperity, a direci 
result of ten years of protection to our industries 
by Republican tariffs. The crash came immed:- 
ately through the collapse of a few New York 
trust banks badly managed. A remote and indi- 
rect, perhaps illogical, cause was the fine imposed 
by the Chicago court on the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. However unjustifiable we may regard the 
feeling, its effect was to frighten the wits out of 
European investors, who threw American securities 
on the market by the bushe!. It was a millionaire’s 


flurry, not an industrial collapse. The only way 


the Republican party could be held to blame for 
the flurry would be to charge the party with the 
creation of more business in the industrial world 
than its financial backing would bear. If that is a 
crime, the party is guilty. 

In the Democratic panic nearly a!! the mills were 
shut down, millions were idle, want was geueral 
among the wage-earners, and it lasted six long 
years. The flurry of the current year closed a fac- 
tory here and there and threw a small proportion 
of the working people out of employment. (iood 
times were still general, although the boom was 
checked, and before the year is over the mills and 
shops are open again. 

In 1892 the fear of a Democratic triumph threw 
cold water on the furnace fires of the country. in 
1908 the prospect of Republican success is dissi- 
pating every cloud of doubt and depression. 

The difference is radical; reaches everything; is

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AVY CROCKETT TO THE COUNCIL. 
“Be sure you are right, then go ahead.” That 
is what the here of the Alamo would say if he were 
a City Councilman in Los Angeles today and speak- 
ing to the question of charter amendments. 


The charter as it exists is “a thing of shreds and 
patches.” It never was good and it has been chis- 
eled and chipped and mended so much that it is 
difficult to make head or tail of it.

Drop similitude, and let us talk in direct terms. 
The city charter, as a whole, is not an adequate 
form of organic law for the city. It will be much 
too narrow when city and county government con- 
solidation is accomplished. The charter has been 
amended so often and so unskillfully that each ef- 
fort has added to its inconsistencies and contradic- 
tions. A new bunch of amendments is now sub- 
mitted. ‘They lack in breadth and in consistency. 
They were badly conceived in some features, and 
to a large extent represent narrow special interests 
and do not, as a whole, begin to meet the necessities 
of the. present, and are much too narrow to mec? 
the exigencies of the future. They can hardly be 
consistent in themselves, being drawn by cliques, 
doctrinaires of various schools, and clashing spe- 
cial interests. The people are in the dark as to 
what they mean. They have not been debated nor 
discussed. No provision is made for submitting 
them to amendment. If adopted, the least evil that 
will follow is that the charter will still be inade- 
quate. . 

Why is there so great haste about this matter? 
Who is in so hot a hurry? Who has demanded this 
partial, inadequate, bungling amendment of the 
city charter without discussion or debate? So far 
as is apparent, doctrinaires, always making noises 
to attract attention to their own greatness or good- 
ness, have been at the bottom of this latest disturb- 
ance and in the forefront of it. 

The city legal department is in the public eye 
just now with an extraordinary opinion to the ef- 
fect that the petition presented to the Council 
needs no verification as to its validity, but is man- 
datory on the Council, because it is said to contain 
a certain percentage of the vote. Similar petitions 
have been presented in times past, which inspection 
showed to be fraudulent and inefficient. The fraud 
was gross and predetermined. Why is it proper to 
assume that this petition is in proper shape? The 
legal department of the city is notoriously under 
queer political influences, not strong and inde- 
pendent per se, but weak, partisan and much in- 
clined to lend a listening ear to popular clamor. 
Even now it is backing water. It is not to be de- 
pended on. It is always “doing politics.” It is 
our deliberate opinion that the Council is justified 
in ignoring this attempt to force action upon it. 
The petition should be subjected to the most care- 
ful scrutiny, as the Council proposes, and be certi- 
fied to be correct before a step is made toward sub- 
mitting the matter to a special election. If the pro- 


ponents of this patchwork think otherwise, the 
courts are open to them. 
‘We do not hesitate to go farther. It has been 


and is our opinion that the direct legislation in- 
volved in the referendum theory is contrary to the 
Constitution of the United States. We think it is 
subversive of our system of government, a repre- 
sentative republic, to’ submit any legislative body 
or any other branch of any government to the direct 
compulsion of the people. The State courts cannot 
settle this matter. They may decide that this law 
is not in antagonism to any provision of the organic 
law of the State. That does not settle it. The 
matter will sooner or later have to go to the Su- 


| preme Court of the United States. Let it go there 


as early as possible. We think the Council will be 


| justified if they firmly refuse to be driven in their 


functions by any clamor. They are the law-making 


power in this city, and coercion is not safe. 

But in any case, we appeal for considerate, delib- 
erate action at this time. Consolidation is in the 
air. It is coming and will be a fact. When it is a 
fact, the old city charter as it is, or as it may be 
amended, will be inadequate. A new organic instru- 
ment will be imperative. That should be a care- 
fully, scientifically-constructed system of municipal 
law. It should be made By a body of freeholders 
large enough ‘© represent all interests in the broad- 


est and most just Way. The members should be 


selected by the Council direct, not by any clique 
or aggregation of cliques. No man should be put 
on it because he if a member of any society, a pro- 
fessor of any creed in religion or politics, nor be- 
cause he is of this occupation or that. Level- 
headed men, who have experience in the various 
walks of life, who have shown ability to do rather 
than to talk, men who devote their time and talents 
to their duties, not agitators of any brand, should 
make up. the freeholders’ committee which is to 
draw up a new charter. Then all its provisions 
should be given the widest publicity and thoroughly 
thrashed out. 

It is said that a charter must favor this clique, 
that clique and the other clique with special pro- 
visions, or the cliques will defeat the charter. Not 
if its provisions ‘are broad, sane and just and they 
are thoroughly explained. In that case the civic 
sense of the whole people will be groused, and 
when 80 per cent. of the Yoters go to the polls, 
cliques are buried a hundred fathoms deep in the 
waters of oblivion.

Last week, Swaim absented himeelt 
all the day from an Iniportant «ral 
in the United States District Cotrt 
An atiachmen:t was issued for hig ar- 
rest and one cf the deputy United 
States marshals found him in ar in 
toxicated condition at a downtown 

hotel. 

The next day Swafm made his ex- 
cuses to Judge Wellborn, stating that 
he had*taken too much of a mixture 
of brandy and quinine. He expressea 
much contrition for his action and 
solemnly promised to abstain from 
liquor if allowed his liberty. Judge 
Weillborn adminstered a revere repri- 
mand, but did not impose other punish- 
ment. 

Last Monday night Swaim was 
taken to the Police Station and booked 
as “drunk.” He furnished $5 ball and 
never appeared for trial. Whiie very 
sorry for the man, the lecal Federal 
officers state that the government has 
no other recourse but to dismiss the 
agent. 

As the head of a large band of reser- 
vation Indians, Swaim came to this

The laying of the new system of 
water mains, which will at last aive 
the city absolute control of distribu- 
tion, is progressing rapidly. WHereto- 
fore individual connections have been 
on private property and not a few de- 
linquent consumers have refused ac- 
cess to officials. It has been a mooted 
point whether the city is legally em- 
powered to enter private property and 
cut off the water supply even though 
consumers refuse to pay. The new 
lines are laid along streets and alleys 
and enable the city to control the sit- 
vation. Collections for July and Aug- 
ust far exceed those of any preceding 
months in the history of the city’s 
ownership of the system and the 
emounts received were in many cases 
directly attributable to the changed 
condition of the mains. It is not im- 
probable that in the near future the 
rates charged by the city can be re- 
duced. At present domestic consum- 
ers are charged a fixed rate of 50 
cents per month, with an allowance of 
5000 gallons of water. A‘l water used 
in excess of the 6000 gallons is paid 
for at the rate of 10 cents per thous- 
and. Irrigation rates are 4 cents per 
1000 gallons.

NO INDIAN TROUBLES. 


United States Digtrict Attorney Re- 
turns from Owens River Valley 
and Denies Uprising. 

“The report that there was danger of 
an Indian uprising in Inyo county, be- 
cause of a dispute over water rights, 
was a fabrication,” declared United 
States Dist.-Atty. Oscar Lawler yes- 
terday. upon his return from a week's 
trip through the Owens River district. 
“The only question involved was an 
equable distribution of water to a fam- 
ily of Indians settled upon about 
eighty acres of land. John Olds. the 
head of the family, claimed he was not 
getting sufficient water for irrigation. 
I made an investigation and ater 
talked with Gen. Chaffee and other 
aqueduct officials. The city will allow 


set aside a deed given by him to Cul- 
len, August 25 last, to two parcels of 
real property at No. 134 North John- 
son street, valued at $11,500. The plain- 
tiff alleges that he exchanged the 
property for two reels of Chicago 
property on the defendants’ false rep- 
rerentations that it was worth $25,000, 
while he has since learned that it is 
worth no more than $8000. 


EMBEZZLEMENT. Dr. J. Byron 
Sloan was yesterday examined in Jus- 
tice Selph's court on a charge of embes- 
zling $700 October 7, 1907, from the 
American National Bank. The case 
was taken under advisement until Sat- 
urday. A. M. Brown, representing the 
bank, testified that Sloan deposited 
with the bank fn August, 1907, a per- 
sonal check for $700 on the Mechanics’ 
National Bank of St. Louis, with which 
his account was credited. Through an 
error, his account was credited with 
$1400, which Sloan drew, though cog- 
nizant of the error. The defendant as- 
serted that he was not aware of the 
error, and that he has given his per- 
sonal note, secured by $3000 worth of 
securities, to insure the bank. and that 
this note he has been unable to pay 
because of sickness.

BEN BUTLER WINS SUIT. 


Action Brought Against Bay State 
Statesman Thirty Years Ago 
Just Dismissed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—After @ lapse 
of thirty years, action has been taken 
to have diamissed a suit brought 
against the late Benjamin F. Butler 
of Massachusetts, by John H. Leater, 
who sought to recover $100,000 damages 
for alleged false imprisonment in*1864. 
In its time the action attracted wide 
epread attention but it had long since 
been forgotten and was revived only 
by the unexpected unearthing of some 
musty old records bearing upon it by 
United Stetes Dist.-Atty. Stimeon. 
When Gen. Butler was in command 
of the Department of Virginia and 
North Carolina in 1864, he was called 
upon by Lester. who wished to have 
his family passed through the ines on 
a flag of truce. While he was talk- 
ing with the genera! he was recognized 
by one of the latter's subordinates as 
aspy. He was taken Into custody and 
incriminating documents were found 
upon him, as a result of which he 
was tried by a commission and sent 
to a military prison. <A® long after- 
ward as 1878, Lester brought two suits 
against Gen. Butler. One of these was 
thrown out of court and the other 

never came to trial.

Mr. Stinison found those 
bearing on the second suit and he ap- 
plied to the United States Cireult 
Court vesterday to have it dismissed 
on account of the death of Gen. Rut- 
ler, which occurred in 189%.
